Reasons for Allowance 

6. Claims 37-61 are allowed. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 37-61 are allowable for the following reasons: 

a) a terminal disclaimer has been filed with respect to US Pat. No. 6,143,981 , 
which overcomes the previous obviousness-type double patenting rejections; and 

b) the prior art alone or in combination does not teach or fairly suggest a 
package for an integrated circuit die wherein the die pad/contacts have a 
lip/central peak/central depression/vertical locking means around its 
circumference for contacting the encapsulant material of the package body, in 
combination with the other claimed features. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
